The Government lias Sent an Onicer 


to Inspect War Vessels Which Alay 
Be Purchased—Consul General Lee 
Will Remain at B&vana. 
Washington, March 9.—In a spirit of 


patriotism, with eloquent words ring- 
ing in their ears, every member of the 
house of representatives yesterday re- 
<aponded to the president's first call to 
iHie'ei the Spanish situation by casting 
his&ote for a bill placing in President 
McKinley's hands $i>U,000,000 to be ex- 
pended at his discretion for the na- 
tional defense. Party lines x\ere swept 
away, and with a unanimous voice con- 
gress voted its confidence in the ad- 
ministration. Many members who were 
paired with absent colleagues took the 
responsibility of breaking their rairs, 
an unprecedented thing in legislative 
annals, in order that they might go on 
record in supfiort of this vast appro- 
priation to maintain the dignity and 
honor of their country. Speaker Reed. 
who, 
as the presiding officer, seldom 


votes Only in case of a tie, had his 
name called, and voted in his capacity 
as a representative. The scene of en- 
thusiasm -which greeted the announce- 
ment of the vote—331 yeas and no nays 
—has seldom been paralleled in the 
house. 


All day long the galleries were jam- 


med with enthusiastic spectators, ap- 
plauding to the echo the sterling pa- 
triotism of the words of eloquence 
which were uttered by the members on 
the floor. All the soeeeb.es were brief. 
Although four hours were allowed for 
debate, so great was the pressure for 
time that no one member was given 
more than five minutes, and most of 
them bad to content themselves vviUi a 
beggarly fraction of a minute. In all 
69 speeches were made. With one ac- 
'claim - members from the north and 
south, the east and west, the states and 
the territories, battle scarred veterans 
of the Union and Confederate ar- 
mies, all joined in proclaiming their 
support of the country's chief magis- 
trate in the face of a possible foreign 
war. 


General Grosvenor, of Ohio, said that 


if war did not come the 550.000,000 ap- 
propriated by this bill would be wisely 
expended, if it only served to show the 
world that when threatened from with- 
out the hearts of the American people 
beat as one. In the whole debate there 
was only a slight discordant note caus- 
ed by the speech of General Bingham, 
of Pennsylvania, a gallant soldier, who 
served with distinction under Hancock. 
He spoke too conservatively for the 
aroused temper of the house, and when 
he Insisted that our relations with 
Spain were as friendly as they had been 
for years many of the members hissed 
him. While almost every member who 
spoke deprecated the 
possibility of 


war, a wide divergence of opinion as to 
how close were hostilities manifested 
itself in the debate. 


The general contention by the ma- 


jority, among them the leaders on both 
sides, was that this appropriation, by 
preparing for war, would prove the 
surest guarantee of peace. Others in- 
sisted that war's alarums would soon j 
be heard, and Mr. Mann, of Illinois, ! 
declared that war actually existed in 
all save name. The speeches which at- 
tracted most attention were those of 
Messrs. Cannon, Henderson and Dolii- 
ver en the Republican and Messrs. 
Bailey and Sayers on the Democratic 
side. 


Despite numerous conferences of of- 


ficials, of the continuance of the prepa- 
rations now in progress on a large scale 
to put the country in a state of defense, 
of the outburst of patriotic speeches in 
congress, there was a certain feeling 
apparent in the best informed circles 
that the situation as to our relations 
with Spain were yesterday much more 
favorable than it was on Monday. Per- 
haps the semi-official advices received 
from Madrid, indicating a 
peaceful 


purpose on the part of the Spanish 
government, contributed in large meas- 
ure to that feeling, or it may liave been 
that the growing knowledge of the 
vast extent of our own resources tend- 
ed to the belief thnt they would im- 
press others vrith the futility ef at- 
tacking the Uniie-d SJ,it<?s. However 
that may be. the feeling prevailed, and 
at the White HOUFC, loo. after the cab- 
inet meeting, wherein all of the facis 
that were known to the president as 
to t!rc existing state of affairs were 
laid unreservedly before the cabinet 
members snd discussed.

TO UNLOAD ON UNCLE SAM. 


An Aliened Syndicate For the Sale of 


FiimsUy Built Warships. 


Philadelphia, March 8.—Charles H. 


Cramp, head of the shipbuilding firm, 
today declared that the widespread 
talk of Spain buying warships abroad 
and the securing of options on these 
chips by the United States impart of a 
scheme instigated- by a syndicate of 
adventurers. Their purpose, he said, Is 
to secure big commissions by helping 
English and German shipbuilders to 
Unload on this government a number 
of unsaleable vessels built either on 
epeculation or by contract with various 
of the second rate powers that are not 
able to pay for them. 


Said Mr. Cramp: "The total valua- 


tion of the ships involved in this deal 
Is about $15,000,000. The commissions 
which the speculative syndicate would 
receive for disposing of them to the 
United States would be about 15 per 
cent of the selling price, or $2,225,000 on 
the whole lot." 


Mr. Cramp declined to divulge the 


names of the members of the syndi- 
cate, but said It was composed of an 
Anglo-American combination embrac- 
ing a large manufacturing establish- 
ment in England, one of tLe most 
noted contract brolters in New Tork 
city, and certain concerns engaged in 
the manufacture of ordnance materials 
both in this country and abroad. 


Mr. Cramp added: "The shipbuild- 


ing industry In England has been for 
the past year or so seriously crippled 
by the great strike in the engineering 
trades. They have been delayed in de- 
livery of warships built for foreign 
account far beyond the contract time, 
and the ships have been thrown back 
on their hands in some cases, or they 
have been subjected to serious penal- 
ties In others. For these reasons it is 
a great object for them to unload on 
the United States." 


The ships in question, he continued, 


are all cheaply and flimsily built, and 
none of them anywhere near the Amer- 
ican naval standard, either as to work- 
manship or material. 


GENERAL LEE WILL STICK. 


Our Representative In Havana. Has No 


Intention of Retirine. 


Havana, March 9.—Some persons, in 


order to increase the excitement, are 
urging General Fitshnch Lee to re- 
sign, but the consul general of the

MURDERED BI A BURGLAR.

Ktl'<-a sit His Own Door. 


Providence, K. I., M<-uch 9.—William

monufiici unrig jewelers in the east, was 
shot and a.riust instantly killed by 
a burglar v\ ho had enti red his resi- 
dence about 7 o'c.'ock la&t niirht.

Hutchins turned around and left the 
house by a side door, intending to head 
off the burglar. The burglar dropped 
from the portico to a grass embank- 
ment below. As his feet struck the 
earth Hutchins dashed at him and 
struck him a heavy blow over the head 
with the cane he carried. The stick 
broke in two, and Hutchins retreated 
to the sidewalk. As he did so the burg- 
lar drew a revolver and fired at him. 
Hutchins staggered to a drug store on 
the corner and died in 15 minutes. The 
robber escaped.

FATAL FIRE IN PITTSBURG. 


Dne Bead and Three Probably Dying 
as a Result. 


Pittsburg, March* 7.—-One of the most 


txciting fires the Pittsburg department 
has ever been called upon to fight oc- 
curred at 614 Webster avenue yester- 
day, when one woman was suffocated 
and five other people so badly burned 
that three may die. Three families 
were penned in a ramshackle building 
and the stairs eaten away bv flames 
while they slept. Here is the result of 
15 minutes' captivity. 


Dead: Mrs. Dominic Enriello, aged 


30, wife of Dominic Enriello, fruit 
huckster, was separated from her hus- 
band in the smoke, was suffocated while 
trying to raise a window, and died In. 
the patrol wagon. 


Injured: Harry Levin, aged 16, burn- 


ed about face, arms and shoulders, in- 
juries possibly fatal; Lillian Levin, 
aged 6, burned about hands, feet and 
face, condition serious; Max Verlinsklr 
aged 22, burned about legs and head, 
and fatally injured internally; Jessie 
Verlinski, aged 22, hif. wife, burned 
about neck, feet and face, injuries seri- 
ous; Ethel Velinski, aged 8 months, 
burned about hands, head and body, 
will probably die; Elizabeth 
Levin, 


aged 18, ankle broken by jumping from 
second story window, and also hurt in- 
ternally; Rita Levin, aged 3 years, 
thrown from second story window and 
badly bruised. 


The building at 614 Webster avenue 


Is a three story brick tenement, old and 
shaky. On the first floor and the rear- 
of the second floor lived Sam Levin,, 
with his wife and seven children. On 
the second floor front lived Dominic 
Enriello, with his wife. On the third 
floor lived Max Verlinski, with his wife, 
and 8-months-old bady.

Washington, March 9.—In a spirit of 
patriotism, with eloquent words ring­ 
ing in their ears, every member of the 
house of representatives yesterday re- 
^aponded to the president's first call to 
mee± the Spanish situation by casting 
his-^ote for a bill placing in President 
McKinley’s hands $50,000,000 to be ex­ 
pended at his discretion for the n a­ 
tional defense. P arty lines were swept 
away, and with a unanimous voice con­ 
gress voted its confidence in the ad­ 
ministration. Many members who were 
paired with absent colleagues took the 
responsibility of breaking their pairs, 
an unprecedented thing in legislative 
annals, in order that they m ight go 011 
record in support of this vast appro­ 
priation to m aintain the dignity and 
honor of their country. 
Speaker Reed, 
who, as the presiding officer, seldom 
votes only in case of a tie, had his 
name called, and voted in his capacity 
as a representative. 
The scene of en­ 
thusiasm which greeted the announce­ 
ment of the vote—331 yeas and no nays 
—has seldom been 
paralleled in the 
house. 


All day long the galleries were ja m ­ 
med with enthusiastic spectators, ap ­ 
plauding to the echo the sterling pa­ 
triotism of the words 
of eloquence 
which were uttered by the members on 
the floor. All the speeches were brief. 
Although four hours were allowed for 
debate, so great was the pressure for 
time th at no one member was given 
more than five minutes, and most of 
them had to content themselves with a 
beggarly fraction of a minute. 
In all 
59 speeches were made. 
W ith one ac­ 
claim - members from the north and 
south, the east and west, the states and 
the territories, battle scarred veterans 
of the 
Union and Confederate 
a r ­ 
mies, all joined in proclaiming 
their 
support of the country's chief m agis­ 
trate in the face of a possible foreign 
war. 


General Grosvenor, of Ohio, said th a t 
if war did not come the $50,000,000 ap ­ 
propriated by this bill would be wisely 
expended, if it only served to show the 
world that when threatened from w ith­ 
out the hearts of the American people 
beat as one. In the whole debate there 
was only a slight discordant note caus­ 
ed by the speech of General Bingham, 
of Pennsylvania, a gallant soldier, who 
served with distinction under Hancock. 
He spoke too conservatively for the 
aroused temper of the house, and when 
he insisted that 
our relations 
with 
Spain were as friendly as they had been 
for years m any of the members hissed 
him. While almost every member who 
spoke deprecated 
the 
possibility of 
war, a wide divergence of opinion as to 
how close were hostilities manifested 
itself in the debate. 


The general contention by the m a­ 
jority, among them the leaders on both 
sides, was that this appropriation, by 
preparing for war, would prove the 
surest guarantee of peace. Others in­ 
sisted that war's alarum s would soon 
be heard, and Mr. Mann, of Illinois, 
declared th at w ar actually existed in 
all save name. The speeches which a t­ 
tracted most attention were those of 
Messrs. Cannon, Henderson and Dolll- 
ver on the Republican and Messrs. 
Bailey and Sayers on the Democratic 
side. 


Despite numerous conferences of of­ 
ficials, of the continuance of the prepa­ 
rations now in progress on a large scale 
to put the country in a state of defense, 
of the outburst of patriotic speeches Jn 
congress, there was a certain feeling 
apparent In the best informed circles 
th at the situation as to our relations 
with Spain were yesterday much more 
favorable than it was on Monday. Per­ 
haps the semi-official advices received 
from Madrid, indicating 
a 
peaceful 
purpose on the p art of the Spanish 
government, contributed in large meas­ 
ure to that feeling, or it m ay have been 
th at the growing knowledge of the 
vast extent of our own resources tend­ 
ed to the belief th at they wouid im­ 
press others with the futility of a t­ 
tacking the United States. However 
that may be, the feeling prevailed, and 
at the White House, too, after the cab­ 
inet meeting, wherein all of the facts 
th a t were known to the president as 
to the existing state of affairs were 
laid unreservedly before the cabinet 
members and discussed. 


While 
Captain

abroad for the government to learn 
w hat ships of w ar are for saJe, and 
their condition, he >vill not necessarily 
make any purchases.

A good deal is be in 2 accomplished in 
the way of preparation in both the 
navy and war departments. The con­ 
ference at the navy department yes­ 
terday looked into the procurement of 
a suitable store for ammunition, coal 
and supplies, and touched upon the 
question of dry docks, and generally 
considered a number of other matters 
connected with the operation of a w ar­ 
ship. The w ar departm ent was not 
behind the navy. 
General Flagler, 
chief of ordnance, is very busy reach­ 
ing out in every direction by means of 
the telegraph and the mail to learn just 
how far the resources of the big pri­ 
vate m anufacturing concerns can be 
relied upon to come to the aid of the 
w ar departm ent in arming and equip­ 
ping a volunteer army, should one be 
found neccessary. 


Senor Du Bose, the Spanish repre­ 
sentative at Washington, when seen at 
the Spanish legation and asked as \o 
the present status of affairs, said. 


“Notwithstanding the apparent »imi­ 
tation, I am gratified to note that so 
far as actual occurrences are .concerned 
they are adjusting themselves natural­ 
ly and in a m anner that is satisfactory 
to both governments. 
The Lee inci­ 
dent is closed, if indeed it was ever 
open. At most it was a misapprehen­ 
sion of wrhat actually occurred. I am 
directly authorized by Senor Gullon, the 
minister of foreign affairs, to deny that 
any demand or request has ever been 
made for the recall of Consul General 
Lee, and it is unfortunate and mislead­ 
ing for representations to be printed 
that Spain has withdrawn a request or 
demand never in fact made.” 


TO UNLOAD ON UNCLE SAM. 


An A1 leered Syndicate F o r tho Sale of 
F lim slly B u ilt W arships. 


Philadelphia, March 8.—Charles 
H. 
Cramp, head of the shipbuilding firm, 
today declared th a t the widespread 
talk of Spain buying warships abroad 
and the securing of options on these 
ships by the United States impart of a 
scheme instigated by a syndicate of 
adventurers. Their purpose, he said, is 
to secure big commissions by helping 
English and German shipbuilders to 
unload on this government a number 
of unsaleable vessels built either on 
speculation or by contract with various 
of the second rate powers th at are not 
able to pay for them. 


Said Mr. Cramp: “The total valua­ 
tion of the ships involved in this deal 
is about $15.000,000. The commissions 
which the speculative syndicate would 
receive for disposing of them to the 
United States would be about 15 per 
cent of the selling price, or $2,225,000 on 
the whole lot." 


Mr. Cramp declined to divulge the 
names of the members of the syndi­ 
cate, but said it was composed of an 
Anglo-American combination em brac­ 
ing a large manufacturing establish­ 
m ent in England, one of the most 
noted contract brokers in New York 
city, and certain concerns engaged in 
the m anufacture of ordnance m aterials 
both in this country and abroad. 


Mr. Cramp added: “The shipbuild­ 
ing industry in England has been for 
the past year or so seriously crippled 
by the great strike in the engineering 
trades. They have been delayed in de­ 
livery of warships built for foreign 
account far beyond the contract time, 
and the ships have been thrown back 
on their hands in some cases, or they 
have been subjected to serious penal­ 
ties in others. For these reasons it is 
a great object for them to unload on 
the United States.” 


The ships in question, he continued, 
are all cheaply and flimsily built, and 
none of them anywhere near the Amer­ 
ican naval standard, either as to w ork­ 
manship or material.

MURDERED B*_A BURGLAR. 


P ro m in e n t P rovidence M an u factu rer 
K illed a t Tils Own Door. 
Providence, R. I., March 9.—William 
O. Hutchins, one of the best known 
m anufacturing jewelers in the east, wa3 
shot and aimost instantly killed by 
a burglar who had entered his resi­ 
dence about 7 o'clock last night. 
The 
tragedy occurred in front of the vic­ 
tim's own doorsteps. 
The burglar en­ 
tered the house by a rear door, and 
went to the servant's room, from which 
he stole $18. 
He then went into Mrs. 
H utchins’ room, and was looking for 
valuables there when Mrs. Hutchins 
entered. On seeing the intruder she ran 
downstairs and told her husband. 


After advising his wife to go to his 
father’s house, next door, Mr. H utch­ 
ins took a cane from a rack and was 
ascending the stairs to his wife’s room 
when he heard the burglar open a win­ 
dow and jump into the portico over the 
front entrance to the residence. 
Mr. 
Hutchins turned around and left the 
house by a side door, intending to head 
off the burglar. 
The burglar dropped 
from the portico to a grass em bank­ 
m ent below. 
As his feet struck the 
earth Hutchins dashed 
at 
him and 
struck him a heavy blow over the head 
with the cane he carried. 
The stick 
broke in two, and Hutchins retreated 
to the sidewalk. As he did so the burg­ 
lar drew a revolver and fired at him. 
Hutchins staggered to a drug store on 
the corner and died in 15 minutes. The 
robber escaped.

FATAL FIRE IN PITTSBURG. 


Dne Dead and T h ree P ro b ab ly Dylnfir 


as a Result* 


Pittsburg, Marclr 7.—One of the m ost 
txciting fires the Pittsburg departm ent 
has ever been called upon to fight oc­ 
curred at 614 W ebster avenue yester­ 
day, when one woman was suffocated 
and five other people so badly burned 
that three m ay die. 
Three families 
were penned in a ramshackle building 
and the stairs eaten away bv flames 
while they slept. Here is the result of 
15 minutes' captivity.

A Chicago Tax Gatherer Used Most 


Heroic Measures. 


' Chicago, March a.—Several Chicago 
bankers had a novel experience with 
tax collectors yesterday. Two men en- 
tered the First National bank Just be- 
fore noon and went directly to the of- 
fice of the president. Without cere- 
mony they addressed the Vice Presl- 
flent, D. R. Forgan, and Informed him 
they wanted $85,273.12 in cash as quickly 
as he could produce It. They told Mr. 
Forgan that unless he paid over the 
money without delay they would shut 
the doors of the bank and help them- 
selves. It was a case of the collection 
of taxes under a decision of the su- 
perior court, which refused to sustain 
an injunction asked for by six banks 
against South Town Collector Ernst. 
The bill sought to enjoin the collection 
on the ground that the assessments 
were excessive and fraudulent. 
The 


banks affected were the First National, 
Port Dearborn National, Northwestern 
National, Globe National, Bankers' Na- 
tional and National Bank of America. 


The decision of Judges Shepard anci 


Freeman was pronounced yesterday 
morning. Efforts to notify E. B. Tol- 
raan, counsel for the banks, failed, 
!WhiIe the attorney for the South Town 
collector, John J. Rooney, secured at 
once a certified copy of the court's 
order. Armed with this copy and with 
special bailiffs at their heels, Collector 
Ernst and Attorney Rooney hastened 
to the First National bank and de- 
manded immediate payment of the tax. 
Mr. Forgan was astonished, and led his 
visitors into the office of the bank's at- 
torney, Orville Peckham. 


"This Is news to me," said Mr. Peck- 


ham. "You will allow me at least to 
communicate with my associate so- 
licitors before going any further?" 


Collector Ernst replied that he would 


levy on the bank's property instantly 
Unless the money was forthcoming and 
close the bank's doors. 


"We have enough men to close this 


frank," said Attorney Rooney. 
j After a consultation Mr. Peckham ad- 
•vised the payment of the tax rather 
.than risk such a disturbance to busi- 
ness as might follow. Collector Ernst 
was given $85,273.12. with due notice 
that his right to take the same .was de- 
nied. 


All that was required WP.S a sight of 


the warrant and a little explanation to 
the other bank officials. The Bankers' 
National paid over $13.286.15, the Fort 
Dearborn National $9,725.39, the Globe 
National $14,330.14, the Northwestern 
National $23,786.72 and the American 
National $19,365.97. 


Each bank protested and refused to 
accept a receipt from Collector Ernst 
showing that the money had been 
taken in payment of taxes.

Be WMI Jumped Upon and Founded 


by the Mob, He Says* and One ol 
Them Bad Knocked Him to Hla 
Kneee When the Ffrlntr Commenced. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 2,—The fle- 


fense in the case against Sheriff Mar- 
tin and his deputies, on trial for the 
shooting of strikers at Lattimer last 
September, is producing strong evi- 
dence to show that the rioters had 
been riotous and threatening for some 
time previous to the fatal encounter. 
Many witnesses testified that they had 
been forced by threats to Join the 
strikers' ranks, while others who re- 
fused were brutally beaten. A score or 
more witnesses have testified that 
some of the strikers were armed with 
revolvers, and several swore that the 
first shots at I/attiraer were fired from 
the strikers' ranks. 


On Wednesday of hist week Jacob 


Williams, timekeeper of the Cranberry 
breaker, told of the attack by the strik- 
ers on that breaker on Sept. S, when 
they also stopped a coal train and 
stoned the crew. On Friday Sheriff Sel- 
ser, of Carbon county, told how he had 
called on Sheriff Martin and his depu- 
ties for aid in defending Coxe's break- 
er at Beaver Meadow. Martin In- 
structed his deputies to do no firing 
except in defense of their own lives. 


The witnesses on Saturday and Mon- 


day were mainly women, who told of 
the terror the strikers had created. 
Mrs. Katharine Craig and her children 
walked from Lattimer to Milnesville 
at 2 o'clock in the morning, fearing the 
strikers would blow up the town. 
Stephen Guttenmiller testified that a 
man stood behind the deputies urging 
the strikers' on. 


There were several Important wit- 
nesses on Tuesday last, who told of 
the reign of terror the strikers had 
created. The most Important witness 
of the day, however, was Sheriff Mar- 
tin himself. The sheriff told of the 
riotous days previous to the conflict 
at Lattimer, admitted that his depu- 
ties had been selected by mine officials, 
explained how he had repeatedly warn- 
ed the strikers against riotous march- 
ing, and then came down to the day 
of Che Lattimer shooting. He said- 


••Friday morning, Sept. 10, I reached 


Prlfton and found all 
my deputies 


tfcere. At 1 o'clock In the afternoon 
I got a message that the strikers were 
marching through Cranberry, bound 
for Lattimer. I hurried off with the 
Hozltton deputies to Intercept the men 
at West Hazleton. While going there 
I repeated my instructions to the depu- 
ties about keeping cool and avoiding 
trouble If possible. 


"The mob swore at us when we ap- 


proached, cursed me, and would not 
budge when I told them to do so. I 
read my proclamation and walked 
through them, asking them to go home. 
One young man swore at me violently, 
end said they would go to Lattimer in 
spite of me. I arrested him. One man 
Iitcked up a stone, but dropped it when 
I pointed a revolver at him. 


"1 told a crowd of spectators to go 


home, as the strikers were desperate, 
Ofcd there might be trouble. Finally the 
strikers left the road and started off 
over some lots. Soon I heard they were 
going to Lattimer, and I hurried off 
With my deputies to intercept them. 
I told them again to keep cool ^.nd not 
to shoot unless their lives or mine 
were in danger. After lining them up 
alongside the road I told them I would 
go out and meet the strikers and try 
once more to disperse them. A deputy 
asked if he should not go with me. 
•No,' I said, Til go alone.' I thought 
one man was enough to die at once. 
I felt somehow there was going to be 
trouble. I met the strikers about 50 
yards from the deputies and asked 
them where they were going. To stop 
the Lattimer breaker,' a lot of them 
cried. 


"I told them they must not go. and 


tried to read my proclamation to them, 
but they crowded around me, swear- 
ing at me and hustling me to one side. 
One man tried to grab me, and I then 
attempted to get hold of him, but the 
crowd then jumped on me aid pounded 
me about the body. I dropped my pa- 
per and pulled my revolver. One of tho 
men tried to snatch the revolver from 
me, but failed. Then he struck me an 
awful blow in the face and knocked 
me to my knees. I tried to shoot him, 
but my revolver would not explode. 
Then the shoo tine commenced. 
It 


lasted about a half minute. 


"In the crowd I saw three men 


armed with revolvers and one with 
* knife. The latter made a stab at 
me, but missed. Two men were shot 
fust behind me to the left. I was in 
the direct line of fire"

COWARDICE OF SHARKS. 


BIG MANEATERS AS SEEN 
BY 


OFFICER OF THE NAVY. 


AN 


They Won't Attack Two Men Together— 


A Splasliiug Scares Them—Friendship 
of Sliurk* un<l Pilot 1'ish—Instinct of 
Sharks in Cases of Death ou Ship*. 
"I have bad some experience with 


maneaters," said a naval officer to a 
New York Sun representative, "and I 
believe with the Kanakas of Hawaii 
that sharks are cowards. 
In the 


space of twenty-five jears of seagoing, 
a good deal of it in shark-infested 
Waters, I have never seen or heard of 
a case where a maneater, or a whole 
school of them, for that 
matter, 


brushed up enough nerve to tackle 
two swimming, diving or castaway 
men or boys when both stuck to- 
gether. 
The most ferocious of sharks 


will attack a man only when he is 
alone in the water, and, even then, if 
the man has sufficient presence of 
mind to keep up a powerful splashing 
on the surface of the water, he has a 
good chance to scare the shark off. 


"Sharks don't like to tackle any- 


thing that churns up the 
water. 


They've got to turn upside down to 
get at their prey, and this position 
does not enable them to see very well 
even when their prey is pursuing an 
even or clear course through the 
water, or is quite stationary, in fact; 
but when the object they decide to 
tackle begins to lash the water into 
foam and suds, nine times out of ten 
they will turn fin and drill out of the 
•way. Natives of the Pacific islands 
are aware of this characteristic, which 
accounts for the fact that you never 
see a Pacific island native swimming 
in the sea by himself. He always goes 
in with one or more companions for the 
sake of the lashing they can all 
give 
the 
water together in case 


sharks 
begin 
to 
nose i around, 


and 
also 
because 
they 
under- 


stand the fear the shark has of attack- 
ing two or more human beings who re- 
main close together in the sea. Once 
in a while one of the swimming island- 
ders carelessly permits himself to be- 
come separated from his companions, 
and this is the opportunity of the shark. 
Under such circumstances the man- 
eater is foxy enough to get between 
the detached man and his companions 
and to keep below the surface of the 
sea so that his tell-tale, fin shall not 
show above the water and reveal his 
presence to the doomed native.

he slips under his human prey, per- 
forms, his little turning-over trick, 
makes an upward swoop every bit as 
swift as the lightning-like descent of 
an eagle and grabs the native by the 
leg, and when the grabbed man's com- 
panions notice that he is missing and 
swim out in the direction where they 
last saw him—keeping close together 
and pounding the water pretty hard— 
they find nothing but little eddies of 
blood on the surface of the water. The 
native is torn to pieces in a twinkling 
by many sharks who, I verily believe, 
•wait below for the pulling off of these 
baggings. 


"Man-of-war's men who have cruised 


in the Southern seas have caught the 
trick of the islanders in avoiding swim- 
ming singly in shark-infested waters, 
and in kicking np a great to-do in the 
water in case they become accidentally 
separated from their shipmates when 
in swimming. 
Swimming call is 


sounded on United States nien-of-war 
about an hour before sundown on 
ships cruising in tropical latitudes— 
When the ships are at anchor in port, 
of course—and the men who want to 
cool off jump off tha decks by the score. 
I have seen old-timers Avho knew sharks 
and their cowardly ways hop by the 
dozen right into big schools of fierce- 
looking maneaters. They'd all jump 
into the water at the same time, and 
in less time than it takes for me to tell 
it the sea a hundred yards away would 
be dotted with sharks' fins. They'd 
screw their way out of the neighbor- 
hood of the swimming men just as 
quick as they knew how, and they 
wouldn't come back, either, until the 
galley cooks threw their garbage over- 
board and thus attracted them back 
again. 


"Sharks become mightily attached 


to the little pilot fish that guide them 
around the waters of the sea in search 
of eatables. In spite of apparent 
energy and activity, sailors who have 
made a study of the characteristics of 
sharks declare that these cowardly 
flea-devils are too lazy to hunt for food 
themselves and that they would starve 
to death if they were not led around 
by their attending pilot fish. Every 
full-grown shark has a pilot fish for a 
guide, and these little chaps are cer- 
tainly faithful attendants and foragers. 
The pilot fish sails along about ten 
feet in advance of the shark and is 
about the noisest little deep-water fish 
conceivable. 
Sailors call the pilot 


fish rubber-neckers, on account of the 
general air of curiosity that marks 
their every movement through the 
water in advance of their big pro- 
tectors. In return for the service 
performed for him by the pilot fish, 
the shark protects his little guide and 
forager from the onslaughts of other 
natural enemies. 


"For twenty years or so I ridiculed 


the sailors' idea that sharks follow.{a 
ship on which a death is impending. 
We had a boy die of Asiatic cholera 
•board our ship while we were in 
Honolulu harbor two years ago latt 


August. 
He died in less than tea 


hours after he was stricken. At dawn 
of the morning he died the eea for a 
hundred yards around the ship was 
literally covered with sharks, and we 
killed many of them from the poop 
with rifles, hitting some of them half 
a dozen times. 
There had been only 


occasional sharks around the ship be- 
fore that. The incident convinced 
the men that, if sharks didn't know 
when a death impended on a ship, 
they had a way of finding out about it 
after the death occurred."

THE CITY OF KALAMAZOO ENJOYS A 


UNIQUE DISTINCTION. 


by Sharks. 


Will Morrisey a.ud Henry Jones re- 


turned to Harper Springs, Fla., re- 
cently from a trip down the bay, hav- 
ing been imprisoned on a sand key for 
nearly three days by sharks. 
They 


left here nearly a week ago on a hunt- 
ing and fishing trip. The second day 
they succeeded in harpooning a big 
shark and after half an hour's work 
got him close to the boat. 
One of the 


boys hit him with an ax and his blood 
dyed the water, calling up a score of 
sharks from all directions. 


The men saw they were in trouble 


and they immediately set sail and tried 


get away. 
The sharks followed 


them and began attacking the boat. 
One of them leaped out of the water 
and fell across it, crushing it. By this 
time the boat was within a few rods 
of Mud Island, a small sandbed of 
about an acre in exteiii. 
The men 


finally got on the key, narrowly escap- 
ing the ferocious sharks. Their boat 
drifted near the land and they were 
enabled to secure their provisions 
;rom the water. 


During the night mosquitoes made 


if e miserable for them. An inspection 
jarly in the morning showed that they 
were besieged, as they were surround- 
ed by scores of sharks. They swam 
around on all sides. 
The men set up 


an oar with a shirt tied to it as a dis- 
tress signal, but it was not until the 
second day that the crew of a fishing 
schooner saw them and canie to their 
rescue. 
As the schooner came to the 


land the sharks made an attack on the 
boat, but the sailors had several Win- 
chesters and they plied a merry war 
for a few moments, shooting eight of 
the big sharks, the others being fright- 
ened awav. 


A Curious La'.vsuit. 


A curious and novel civil case has 


recently come up for trial at Mid- 
napore (or Midnapur if you prefer it), 
Bengal. 
A Mussulman built a mosque 


on his own land, and on the occasion 
of the Bakr-Id festival desired to 
sacrifice the customary cow. This hi: 
Hindoo neighbors, to whom the cow 
is, of course, a sacred beast, refused 
to permit: The Bakr-Id, indeed, is a 
familiar source of trouble to the Gov- 
ernment of India by reason of the fre- 
quent riots which occur at that festival 
between the rival creeds. 
Usually a 


number of heads are broken on either 
side, and the result is settled in a 
criminal court, but on this occasion 
the Mussulman seems to have pre- 
ferred to submit his grievance to a 
civil tribunal. 
He, therefore, pro- 


ceeded to sue all his Hindoo neigh- 
bors, to the number of four hundred, 
praying for a decree declaring his 
rights in his matter of cow-killing and 
other matters whatsoever. Further- 
more, he asked for a perpetual injunc- 
tion against the defendant Hindoos. 
The case had not been decided when 
the last mail came in, but the mere 
fact that it was commenced is suffi- 
ciently humorous to Western ideas.— 
Pall Mall Gazette. 


Longest Stone Ever Quarried. 


The great Wisconsin monolith, 115 


feet long, ten feet square at the base 
and four feet at the top, may be set up 
on the lake front of Milwaukee to mark 
the coming semi-centennial of stater 
hood. This stone was taken from the 
red sandstone quarries of F. Prentice, 
at Honghton Point, Wis., and it was 
originally proposed to send it to the 
Chicago Exposition as a Wisconsin 
exhibit. But engineering and financial 
reasons prevented, and it has been left 
at the quarry until the present time. 
A movement is now on foot to ship it 
by -water to Milwaukee, and there 
erect it. Plans and estimates have 
been made, and it is estimated that 
$40,000 to $50,000 will do the work. 
The claim is made that the stone is 
ten feet longer than any recorded 
single stone quarried in the world. 
The granite obelisk at Earnac, men- 
tioned by M. Marietta as the loftiest 
known, is 108 feet high. 


Couldn't Be Pooled Twice. 


There is a fox terrier of remarkable 


intelligence installed as ruling factor 
in a very happy and harmonious 
household uptown, says the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat. One of the 
favorite amusements of the terrier is 
playing with a soft rubber ball. The 
other day a member of the family 
filled the soft ball with water. The 
terrier pounced upon the ball, chewed 
down on it, squirted the water down 
his throat and dropped the ball. After 
repeated efforts he emptied the ball of 
water and enjoyed his play. The next 
day he again found the ball full of 
water, and for a while seemed very 
disconsolate as he gazed sadly at the 
boy. 
He left it for a few minutes, and 


then, rushing at the ball, deliberately 
stepped upon it with one of his front 
feet and stood upon it until the water 


as all squeezed out. 


Raiting and Selling Celery Ha* Become 


Its Leading 
Industry—How 
Uutcli 


ISinlirrMiitt) Made Fortune* Out of Lands 
That 
Were 
Considered Worthless 


To the handsome city of Kalamazoo, 


Mich., writes a correspondent of the 
Buffalo (N. Y.) Express, belongs tho 
honor of making smellage, a popular 
table relish under the name of celery. 
Celery, in turn, has made that city 
famous as the celery gardens of the 
world; in fact, Kalamazoo is now 
called the Celery City. 
This city, 


with its queer Indian name, was for 
years made the target of funny stories 
and minstrel songs. Situated ou the 
banks of the river of the same name, 
the city extends back on the hills, and 
is acknowledged to be one of the hand- 
somest cities of its size in the United 
States. 
The railroads enter Kala- 


mazoo along the river bottoms, which 
extend for miles, and are the most 
fertile lands north of the Ohio River. 
The soil is rich muck, and is from two 
to eight feet deep. 


A stranger entering the city by rail 


can distinguish the peculiar odor of 
celery gardens long before reaching 
the town. During the growing season 
it is a pretty scene, long rows of bright 
green against a black background. 
Not a weed or brush is to be seen. 
Bill Nye said it reminded Lira of an 
Irish woman's black dress trimmed 
with green braid. 


Celery, as a table delicacy, came in- 


to existence in this way: Among the 
early settlers locating in Kalamazoo, 
was a family direct from Holland, 
named Blyker. Dem Blyker was its 
head, and'his father had accumulated 
a fortune in the East India Company. 
Other families folio wed and prospered, 
and finally quite a colony came over 
of the poorer class. At this time the 
flats or river bottoms were considered 
almost worthless lands, but were pre- 
ferred by 
the Holland emigrants. 


Many little streams flow down tlie 
hillside, and soon the lane near the 
city was parceled and divided into 
small plats, like the lowlands of the 
Netherlands. It was just like home 
for them, except that here they soon 
could own their own farm. At first 
onions and cabbage were raised arid 
shipped out to other cities. In 1878 a 
gardener named Van Haaften, raised 
some smellage, which grew so rapidly 
on the rich muck bottoms that he had 
to draw tho dirt up against it to keep 
it standing. 
In the fall, when taken 


out, it was found to be bleached white 
and very brittle and palatable. A sam- 
ple box was sent to a Louisville hotel, 
which bought his onions, for trial as 
a table relish. The instructions were 
to eat it as you would radishes, with 
Bait, and it was called Kalamazoo cel- 
ery, instead of smellage. 
The i 


relish met with favor at once, and Van 
Haaften received orders for-the rest of 
his crop and orders for the next year. 
Onions were that year an over-pro- 
duction, while the Kalamazoo celery 
sold for seventy-five cents a dozen 
stalks. 


The next year the Van Haaften fam- 


ily planted their ground to celery and 
made a great deal of money. In fact, 
they paid for the laud and bought 
more from their first year's sales. The 
year following the whole Holland pop- 
ulation on the flats began to plant cel- 
ery. 
Every leading hotel in the 


United States was ordering celery, and 
land that had sold for §10 to $20 an 
acre increased tenfold. 


Glen D. Stuart, a young business 


man, 
formerly from JfewYork, saw the 


possibilities in celery and began busi- 
ness as a celery shipper and soon had 
an immense trade. He was a clever 
man, and bought whole gardens 'and 
advanced money to new gardeners. In 
less than five years he was known as 
the Celery King, and did a quarter of 
a million dollars' worth of business 
shipping celery during the year. 


In those days celery brought a good 


price, and every available foot of low 
land was utilized. To-day it is esti- 
mated that over 4000 Hollanders are 
actively engaged in celery culture, 
and about 8000 acres of the river 
bottoms are devoted to celery gardens. 
A million and a half of money is paid 
to the growers of Kalamazoo Valley 
each year for their celery crop. 


This celery industry has developed 


others, such as box factories, printing 
offices, celery medicine companies and 
numerous concerns making celery tea, 
jelery gum, celery cough drops, celery 
jitters, celery pickles and chow-chow, 
nerve tonic, celery salt, celery soups \ 
and a score of other preparations. 
: 


All the trunk lines of railroads cater '• 


to the celery trade and run special re- j 
rigerator cars to all the distant cities. ; 
From the middle of July until after 
Christmas the atmosphere of Ealama-! 
zoo has a decided celery flavor. There 
is a continual stream of wagons deliv- 
ering their product to the express com- 
panies from 8 a. m. until about 4 p. 
m. The crop of 1897 is estimated at 
6,000,000 dozen bunches, and will 
>ring the growers about nine cents per 
dozen. 


THE ERIE CANAL 


Tho Part It Played In Now York's Ad. 


vauu«ui«ut In Wealth and Population. 
Mr. Ernest Ingersoll writes an arti- 


cle for St. Nicholas on the Greater 
New York, his paper being entitled 
"Reasoning Out a Metropolis." 
Mr. 


Ingersoll says: 


The greatest of all tho influences 


that assisted New York to reach firs! 
place was tho Erie Canal. The lirsi 
quarter of this century was the era oJ 
canal building. No matter how fine 
tho turnpike may be, horses can haul 
in wagons only high-priced merchan- 
dise, in comparatively small quantities 
and for short distances, unless the 
cargo is to cost for transportation 
more than it is worth. Men found oul 
in Europe and Asia long ago that for 
moving grain, coal, timber, ore, and 
similar bulky or heavy goods, 
speed was not especially important, a 
ship or boat was the only practical 
method. 
If a river were not conveni- 


ent, 
then tin artificial waterway, called 


a canal—that is, channel—must be 
made. When in any country some- 
thing of this kind cannot be done, 
that country must remain undeveloped 
and thinly populated, like the Sahara. 


Why is a canal so much better than 


n, good road for commercial purposes? 
Because, while two horses and one 
man can haul ou a hard, level road 
perhaps two tons, the same driver with 
two horses harnessed to a canal boat 
can move twenty tons nearly as quick- 
ly; that is, the same force and expense 
for pay and food of men and horses 
accomplish ten times as much in re- 
sult, which really makes the goods 
ten times cheaper at the end of the 
route. 


Hence, before the invention of rail- 


roads, it was necessary for any grow- 
ing country to dig canals to serve as 
the highways of commerce; and this 
the young United States hastened to 
do. 
New York, as usual, moved 


among the foremost. 
She planned 


and constructed, besides some lesser 
ones, that great waterway, four hun- 
dred miles long, from Albany to Bttf- 
!alo, which was called the Erie Canal, 
and connected the Hudson with the 
Great Lakes. 


This canal was finished in 1825, and 


minensely stimulated the growth, not 
only of the western part of New York 
State, but of the whole region of the 
ireat Lakes; for now farmers in the 
Northwest could send their grain and 
fruit and cattle, and the miners their 
ore, 
and the lumbermen their ship 


imber, and boards and staves, to the 
seaboard, at profitable rates; and in 
return they could obtain the imports, 
merchandise and manufactures of sea- 
coarct cities at fair cost. A fleet of 
vessels on the lakes caine and went, 
bringing from farm, mine and forest 
cargoes which were loaded into canal 
boats and sent east, often to be trans- 
ferred to vessels for foreign ports 
without ever touching land at all. And 
back went supplies for the interior of 
New York State, and for settlers in 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
and beyond, who could never have 
lived and worked in those distant 
parts except for this means of cheap 
conimunicaiion. To them, also, every 
summer, went thousands of new set- 
tlers from New England and Old Eng- 
land and all Europe, who needed no 
longer to spend weeks and weeks in 
traveling in wagons before reaching 
their new homes.

S. T. Borer writes on "Do We 


Eat Too Much Meat*" in Ladies' 
Home Journal, answering her own 
query affirmatively. 
"Meat;" she «tg- 


serts, "is not at all necessary to a per- 
fect existence. Most people, however, 
look upon it as though it formed the 
only food upon which they could work, 
and yet many great athletes have 
never touched it. Meat, after it en- 
ters the stomach and is digested, may 
be injurious, but for all thia the ordi- 
nary American has made up his mind 
that lean meat gives him less trouble 
than any other food, so he takes it in 
large quantities, invariably breaking 
down in middle with just such diseases 
as comts from the over-use of concen- 
trated nitrogenous foods.

Washington, March 9.—In a spirit of 
patriotism, with eloquent words ring- 
ing in their ears, every niember of the 
, house of representatives yesterday re- 
iSponded to the president's first call to 
mc»'^ the Spanish situation by casting 
his^^ote for a bill placing: in President 
McKinley's hands 5r>ü,0üú,000 to be ex- 
pended 
at his discretion for the 
na- 
tional defense. P a r t y lines were swept 
away, and with a unaniinous voice con- 
gross voted its confidence in the ad- 
ministration. 
Many members who were 
paired with absent coHc-asues took the 
responsibility of breaking their pairs, 
an unprecedented thint? in legislative 
annals, in order that they might go on 
record in support of this vast appro- 
priation to maintain the dignity 
and 
honor of their country. 
Speaker Reed, 
who, as the presiding ofiicer, seldom 
votes only in case of a tie. had 
his 
n a m e called, and voted in his capacity 
a s a representative. 
The scene of en- 
thusiasm wliich greeted the announce- 
ment of the vote—331 yeas and no nays 
—has seldom been 
paralleled in 
the 
house. 


AU day long the galleries were j a m - 
med with enthusiastic spectators, ap- 
plauding to the echo the stcrlimr pa- 
triotism 
of 
the 
words 
of 
eloquence 
which were uttered by the members on 
the 
floor. 
All the sDeeches Vv'ere briof. 
Although four hours were allowed for 
debate, so prreat was the pressure for 
time t h a t no one member was 
given 
more than five minutes, and most of 
them had to content themselves with a 
beggarly fraction of a minute. 
In all 
59 speeches were made. 
With one ac- 
claim - membera 
from the north 
and 
south, the east and west, the states and 
the territories, battle scarred veterans 
of 
the 
Union 
and 
Confederate 
ar- 
mies, all joined in proclaiming 
their 
support of the country's chief ma^rii;- 
trate in the face of a possible foreign 
war. 


General Grosvenor, of Ohio, said t h a t 
If war did not come the $50.000,000 ap- 
propriated by this bill would be wisely 
expended, If it only served to show the 
world that when threatened from with- 
out the hearts of the American people 
beat as one. In the whole debate there 
was only a slight discordant note caus- 
ed by the speech of General Bingham, 
of Pennsylvania, a gallant soldier, who 
served with distinction under Hancock. 
H e spoke too conservatively for 
the 
aroused temper of the house, and when 
he 
Insisted that 
our 
relations 
with 
Spain were as friendly as they had been 
for years m a n y of the members hissed 
him. 
While almost every member who 
spoke 
deprecated 
the 
possibility 
of 
war, a wide divergence of opinion as to 
how close were hostilities manifested 
itself in the debate. 


The general contention by the 
m a - 
jority, among them the leaders on both 
sides, was that this appropriation, by 
preparing for war, 
would prove 
the 
surest guarantee of peace. 
Others in- 
sisted t h a t war's alarums would soon 
be heard, and Mr. Mann, of 
Illinois, 
declared t h a t w a r actually existed in 
all save name. 
The speeches which at- 
tracted most attention were those of 
Messrs. Cannon, Henderson and Dolli- 
ver on the Republican 
and 
Messrs. 
Bailey and Sayers on the Democratic 
side. 


Despite numerous coni'erences of of- 
ficials, of the continuance of the prepa- 
rations now in progress on a large scale 
to put the country in a state of defense, 
of the outburst of patriotic speeches Jn 
congress, there w a s a certain 
feeling 
apparent In the best informed circles 
t h a t the situation as to our relations 
with Spain were yesterday much more 
favorable t h a n It was on Monday. Per- 
haps the semi-ofilcial advices received 
from Madrid, 
indicating 
a 
peacetul 
purpose on the p a r t of the 
Spanish 
government, contributed in large meas- 
ure to that feeling, or it m a y have been 
t h a t 
the 
growing 
knowledge 
of 
the 
vast extent of our own resources tend- 
ed to the belief t h a t they would im- 
press others with the futility of 
at- 
tacking 
the Uniied 
States.

that m a y be, the feeling jjreva.lled, and 
at the White House, too, after the cab- 
inet meeting, wherein all of the facts 
t h a t were known to the president

to the existing state of affairs were

An AlloeroA Syndicate For tho Sale of 
FllmsUy Built Warships. 


Philadelphia, March 8.—Charles 
H. 
Cramp, ^ head of the shipbuilding 
firm, 
today 
declared 
t h a t 
the 
widespread 
talk of Spain buying warships abroad 
and the securing of options on these 
ships by the United States ls^,part of a 
scheme instigated 
by a syndicate of 
adventurers. 
Their purpose, he said, is 
to secure big commissions by helping 
English 
and 
German shipbuilders 
to 
unload on this government a number 
of unsaleable vessels built either 
on 
speculation or by contract with various 
of the second rate powers t h a t are not 
able to pay for them. 


Said Mr. Cramp: "The total valua- 
tion of the ships involved in this deal 
is about $15.000,000. The 
commissions 
which the speculative syndicate would 
receive for disposing of them to the 
United States would be about 15 per 
cent of the selling price, or $2,225,000 on 
the whole lot." 


Mr. Cramp declined to divulge 
the 
names of the members of the syndi- 
cate, but said It w a s composed of an 
Anglo-American combination 
embrac- 
ing a large manufacturing 
establish- 
ment 
in 
England, 
one of the 
most 
noted contract brokers In New 
York 
city, and certain concerns engaged in 
the m a n u f a c t u r e of ordnance materials 
both in this country and abroad. 


Mr. C r a m p added: 
"The 
shipbuild- 
ing Industry In England has been for 
the past year or so seriously crippled 
by the great strike in the engineering 
trades. 
They have been delayed in de- 
livery 
of 
warships 
built for 
foreign 
account f a r beyond the contract time, 
and the ships have been thrown 
back 
on their h a n d s in some cases, or they 
have been subjected to serious penal- 
ties in others. 
For these reasons it is 
a great object for them to unload on 
the United States." 


The ships in question, he continued, 
are all cheaply and ilimsiiy built, and 
none of them anywhere near the Amer- 
ican naval standard, either as to work- 
manship or material.

Vraters, I have never seen or heard of 
a case where a manoater, or a whole 
Bchool of them, for that 
niatter, 
brushed up enoufch nerve to tackle 
two swimming, diving or castaway 
men or boys when both stuck to- 
gether. 
The most ferocious of sharks 
will attack a man only y\'hen ho is 
alono in the water, and, even then, if 
the man has sufficient presence of 
mind to keep up a powerful splashing 
on the surface of the water, ho has a 
good chance to scare the shark off. 


''Sharks don't like to tackle any- 
thing that churns up 
the 
water. 
They've got to turn upside down to 
get at their prey, and this position 
does not enable them to see very well 
even when their prey is jiursuing an 
even or clear course through the 
water, or is quite stationary, in fact; 
but when the object they decide to 
tackle begins to lash the water into 
foam and suds, nine times out of ten 
they will turn fin and drill out of the 
way. 
Natives of the Pacific islands 
are aware of this characteristic, which 
accounts for the fact that you never 
see a Pacific island native swimming 
in the sea by himself. He always goes 
in with one or more companions for the 
eake of the lashing they can 
all

water together in case 
sharks 
begin 
to 
nose » around,

stand the fear the shark has of attack- 
ing two or more human beings who re- 
main close together in the sea. 
Once 
in a while one of the swimming island- 
ders carelessly permits himself to be- 
come separated from his companions, 
and this is the opportunity of the shark. 
Under such cii'cumstances the man- 
eater is foxy enough to get betM^een 
the detached man and his companions 
and to keep below the surface of the 
sea so that his tell-tale fin shall not 
show above th*) water and reveal his 
presence to the doomed native. 
Then 
he slips under his human prey, per- 
forms his little turning-over trick, 
makes an upward swoop every bit as 
3wift as the lightning-like descent of 
an eagle and grabs the native by the 
leg, and when the grabbed man's com- 
panions notice that he is missing and 
Bwim out in the direction where they 
last saw him—keeping close together 
and pounding the Avater pretty hard

Will Morrisey and Henry Jones re- 
turned to Harper Springs, Fla., re- 
cently from a trip down the bay, hav- 
ing been imprisoned on a sand key for 
nearly three days by sharks.

left here nearly a week ago on a hunt- 
ing and fishing trip. 
The second day 
they succeeded in harpooning a big 
shark and after half an hour's work 
got him close to the boat. 
One of the 
boys hit him with an ax and his blood 
dyed the water, calling up a score of 
sharks from all directions. 


The men saw they were in trouble 
and they immediately set sail and tried 
t3 got away. 
The sharks followed 
them and began attacking the boat. 
One of them leaped out of the water 
and fell across it, crushing it. By this 
time the boat was within a few rods 
of Mud Island, a small sandbed of 
aboTit an acre in extent. 
The men 
finally got on the key, narrowly escap- 
ing the ferocious sharks. 
Their boat 
drifted near the laud and they were 
enabled to secure their i^rovisions 
from the water. 
^ During the night mosquitoes made 
life miserable for them. An inspection 
early in the morning showed that they 
were besieged, as they were surround- 
ed by scores of sharks. 
They swam 
around on all sides. 
The men set up 
an oar with a shirt tied to it as a dis- 
tress signal, but it was not until the 
second day that the crew of a fishing 
schooner saw them and came to their 
rescue. 
As the schooner came to the 
land the sharks made an attack on the 
boat, but the sailors had several Win- 
chesters and they jjlied a merry war 
for a few moments, shooting eight of 
the big sharks, the others being fright- 
ened away.

''Sharks become mightily attached 
to the little pilot fish that guide them 
around the waters of the sea in search 
of 
eatables. 
In spite of apparent 
energy and activity, sailors who have 
made a study of the charaoteristics of 
eharks declare that these cowardly 
eea-devils are too lazy to hunt for food 
themselves and that they would starve 
to death if they were not led around 
by their attending pilot fish. Every 
full-grown shark has a pilot fish for a 
guide, and these little chaps are cer- 
tainly faithful attendants and foragers. 
The pilot fish sails along about ten 
feet in advance of the shark and is 
about the noisest little deep-water fish 
conceivable. 
Sailors call the pilot 
fish rubber-neckers, on ac/iount of tho

A Curious liawsuit. 


A curious and novel civil case has 
recently come up for trial at Mid- 
napore (or Midnapur if you prefer it), 
Bengal. 
A Mussulman built a mosque 
on his own land, and on the occasion 
of the Bakr-Id festival desired to 
sacrifice the customary cow. 
This his 
Hindoo neighbors, to whom the cow 
is, of course, a sacred beast, refused 
to i^erniit; 
Tlie Bakr-Id, indeed, is a 
familiar source of trouble to the Gov- 
ernment of India by reason of the fre- 
quent riots which occur at that festival 
between the rival creeds. 
Usually a 
number of heads are broken on either 
side, and the result is settled in a 
criminal court, but on this occasion 
tho Mussulman seems to have pre- 
ferred to submit his grievance to a 
civil tribunal. 
He, therefore, pro- 
ceeded to sue all his Hindoo neigh- 
bors, to the number of four hundred, 
praying for a decree declaring his 
rights in his matter of cow-killing and 
other matters whatsoever.

more, he asked for a perpetual injunc- 
tion against the defendant Hindoos, 
The ease had not been decided when 
the last mail came in, but the mere 
fact that it was commenced is sufli- 
ciently humorous to Western ideas.—

liOfigest Stono Ever QuarrJcd, 


The great Wisconsin monolith, 115 
feet long, ten feet square at the base 
and four feet at the top, may be set up 
on the lake front of Milwaukee to mark 
the coming semi-centennial of stat^ 
hood. 
This stone was taken from tho 
red sandstone quarries of P, Prentice, 
at Houghton Point, Wis,, and it was 
originally proposed to send it to the 
Chicago Exposition as a Wisconsin 
exhibit. But engineering and financial 
reasons prevented, and it has been left 
at the quarry until the present time. 
A movement is now on foot to ship it 
by water to Milwaukee, and thero 
erect it. 
Plans and estimates have 
been made, and it is estimated that 
840,000 to §50,000 will do the work. 
The claim is made that the stone is 
ten feet longer than any recorded 
single stone quarried in the world. 
The granite obelisk at Karnao, men- 
tioned by M, Mariette as the loftiest 
known, is 108 feet high.

A .sam- 
ple box was sent to a Louisville hotel, 
which bought his onions, for trial as 
a table relish. 
The instructions-sverò 
to eat it as you would radishes, with 
salt, and it was called Kalamazoo cel- 
ery, instead of smellage. 
The new 
relish met with favor at once, and Van 
Haaften received orders for-the rest of 
his^crop and orders for the next year. 
Onions were that year an over-pro- 
duction, while the Kalamazoo celery 
sold for seventy-five cents a dozen 
stalks. 


The next year the Tan Haaften fam- 
ily planted their ground to celery and 
made a gredt deal of money. 
In fact, 
they paid for the land and bought 
more from their first year's sales. The 
year following the whole Holland pop- 
ulation on the flats began to plant cel- 
ery. 
Every leading hotel in the 
United States was ordering celery,and 
land that had sold for §10 to §20 an 
acre increased tenfold. 


Glen D. Stuart, a young business 
man, formerly from New York, saw the 
possibilities in celery and began busi- 
ness as a celery shipper and soon had 
an immenso trade. 
He was a clever 
man, and bought whole gardens and 
advanced money to new gardeners. In 
less than ftve years he was known as 
the Celery King, and did a quarter of 
a million dollars' worth of business 
shipping celery during the year. 


In those days celery brought a good 
price, and every available foot of low 
land was utilized. 
To-day it is esti- 
mated that over 4000 Hollanders are 
actively engaged in celery culture, 
and about 8000 acres of the river 
bottoms are devoted to celery gardens, 
A million and a half of money is paid 
to the growers of Kalamazoo Valley 
each year for their celery crop. 


This celery industry has developed 
others, such as box factories, printing 
offices, celery medicine companies and 
numerous concerns making celery tea, 
celery gum, celery cough drops, celery 
bitters, celery pickles and chow-chow, 
nerve tonic, celery salt, celery soups 
and a score of other preparations. 


All the trunk lines of railroads cater 
to the celery trade and run special re- 
frigerator cars to all the distant cities. 
From the middle of July until after 
Christmas the atmosphere of Kalama- 
zoo has a decided celery flavor. There 
is a continual stream of wagons deliv- 
ering their product to the express com- 
panies from 8 a, m. until about 4 p. 
m. 
The crop of 1897 is estimated at 
16,000,000 dozen bunches, and will 
bring the gi'owers about nine cents per 
dozen.

Meat Not a Xeccssary Food. 


Mrfl. S. T. Rorer writes on "Do We 
Eat Too Much Meat*" in Ladies' 
Home Journal, answering her ' own 
query affirmatively. 
"Meat;" she as- 
serts, "is not at all necessary to a per- 
fect existence. Most people, however, 
look upon it as though it formed the 
only food uj^on which they could work, 
and yet many great athletes have 
never touched it. 
Meat, after it en- 
ters the stomach and is digested, may 
be injurious, but for all this tho ordi- 
nary American has made up his mind 
that lean meat gives him less trouble 
than any other food, so he takes it in 
large quantities, invariably breaking 
dowu in middle with just such diseases 
as comts from the oyer-uso of concen- 
trated nitrogenous foods, 
Children 
fed on beef juice and beef soups, with 
white bread, lose the various salts 
necessary to the building of bones, 
tooth and muscle and the soda for the 
blood. 
The outer part of the wheat, 
which is BO rich in theso earthy salts, 
is cast aside, so that the child in grow- 
ing gets weak bono structure as a 
frame for its lean iiesh.
